The politiciatis of the adjacent British Prov- 
inces ate enjoying the periodical relaxatién’ 

of a-criaje la thelt party arrangements, Two 
years ago the Parliament of the Colony out- 
voted the Congetvative or Toty party, and 
there was formed in place of the outgoing 
Ministry, & Govérnment: supposed: Atst. of all) 
to represent a liberal’ polity; and next, to. pat] 
down its foot upon further advances’ to the’ 
Grand Tronk Railway. Theincomérs had an 
easy'time of it, during a lengthened parliamea- 
tary recess. But they exhibited feebleness of 
purpose, and incapacity’ for work when the 
local Legislature reassembled. The conse-. 
quence was a premature break-down. To: 
mend matters temporarily,the party leader, Mr. 
Sanprisiy Macponarp, retained his own port- 
folio by consent of the Governor-General, after 
discarding the unpopular element (so-called) 
from the Cabinet, and a repaltrage was made 
up by the introduction of new members of: 
more extreme opinions. The Premie?. here- 
upon appealed to the constituencies for their 
indorsation of his. arrangements. .A general 
election resulted in the return of an’ almost’ 
equal number of Ministerialists and Opposition : 
members, and the présent parliamentary ses-. 
sion, now some six weeks gone, has develop 
from the opening day, the ministerial disorder, 
which reached a.crisis a Week ago,. when the. 
Premier succumbed to the adverse opinion of 
the Legislaturé; threw ‘up his seat, aiid by 
constitutional rule, involyed his ennenevey in 
the general collapse. 

The struggle of the-Liberals, ‘however, to.| 
retain possession of power ‘in a new form, 
was not given up, even with the dissolution 
ofthe Ministry. The retiring Premier asked 
the Governor to seek counsel from another 
member of the Radical party, and the Govern- 
or, Lord Monce,, seems to have stretched his 
powers to give lis late advisers this last 
chance of patching up. The result, however, 
proved a failure. The Conservatives of Lower 
Canada—who, gely enough, include some 
ofthe most prominent rebels.of ’87—refused 
to form an alliance in any shape with West- 
ern radicalism, | And here the.-Liberale. had 
finally to acknowledge themselves beaten. 

Following these events, caine the Govern- 
or’s message to the Conservative’ leader, Mr. 
Groner B. Canrren, asking’ his aid, and ‘In- 
trusting him with the duty. of 'forming.a Min- 
istry. Mr. Canrizr, however, failed in his 
efforts at construction.. And.at this hour we 
are advised that a more popular French Cana- 
dian—a former Prime Minister—Sir Errrznnz 
Tone, has been intrusted.with the task of. 
finding anew Government for the Province. 


All this, perhaps, concerns.us only in.a re- 
mote way at present.' But there is some- 
thing worth making & note. of in the fact. that 
the retiring Ministry was as well disposed to- 
ward the United States, and to the cause for 
which the United States army Is fighting, as 
the Liberals of the»Mother Country, repre- 
sented by Forster, Mipyzr Gipsox, Baxrzs, 
Brieut, Cospen and others,in the House of 
Comnions,:. The Colonial’ Ministers now 
placed in opposition were the same who fore- 


’ warned the United States Government of ‘the 


intended rebel raid upon the Northern fron- 
tier for the-release of rebel prisoners, and for 
general plunder. ‘These Ministers were: thé 
game “ho were taken to task by their party. 
opponénts, now invited to.the Governor's 
Council, for this friendly act toward” the. 
United States, And, althGugh it may interest 
us but little, the discarded, Government was’ 
made up of men who have ‘opposed the ex- 
penditure of colonial moneys for an expensive 
military road-to connect Quebso ‘with Hall- 
fax; and have almost come to an open rup- 
ture, besides, with the Imperial Government, 
on the.queation of organizing & local militia, 
to relieve the Mother “Country. from: the bur-
